The Total Mileage of the New 
Roads In 1808 
. 


B. OF L. E. GRAND W ORK. 


Items of Interest Picked Up iroin Va­ 
rious Sources for ttie Beueiit 
Of “ DemocraU’ Readers. 


Revised figures prepared by the 
Railroad Gazette show the total 
mileage of new roads built in the 
U nited States in 1S98 to be 3,625 
miles. 
These figures do not include sec­ 
ond track and sidings. 
This is an 
increase of some 400 miles over the 
preliminary estimates made at the 
beginning of the year. 
But even 
these latest figures are probably too 
small to represent the 
entire in­ 
crease in

H* For the year before the mileage 
of new roads amounted to 2,100 
miles, which was only a little in 
advance of the records for the pre­ 
vious three years. 
T he present year is expected to 
show a very substantial gain over 
1898. 
In 
the 
west 
particularly 
railway construction is booming. 
T he 
Chicago and 
Northwestern 
w ill have added 220 miles to its 
system before the end of the year, 
while the Illinois Central is rush­ 
ing the completion of its new line 
between Tama, la., ana Council 
Bluffs. 
The 
Santa Fe; too, has 
been 
adding to its mileage out on the 
Pacific coast. 
The direct lines out 
of Chicago will probably account 
for' 1,000 miles out of the 
total 
mileage added to the American 
railways this year.
